ferred 'to, was taken last night at a 
regular meeting of the Board of Trade 
at which it was announced the subject 
would 'be considered. There had -been 
a general invitation extended to resi- 
dents o£ Berkeley, Alameda and other 
places interested to. be .present, and1 the 
invitation brought together a number 
of people well known in the localities' 
mentioned. 


After s. lengthy discussion o£ the sub- 


ject President Taylor of the Board oi 
Trade was authorized to appoint a 
committee of three to -get facts and fig- 
ures which would tend to show the ad- 
vantages which 
would 
accrue from 


such a consolidation as is proposed. 
The- president 
was 
allowed 
time in 


which to name the committee, stating 
at the same time that he would an- 
nounce the names within a few days, 
because he felt that only men who 
were specially qualified for the work 
should be selected. 


At the conclusion of. -the meeting an 


adjournment was taken until the sec- 


ment of the city and: county govern- 
ment. There is no question that the 
taxes will be reduced, they will .be re- 
duced 25 per cent on "the $100 valuation. 
San Francisco is run on the dollar lim- 
it, I believe. The State taxes there are 
51 cents, and that of San Francisco is 
$1, making a total of $.1.51. In Oakland 
we pay $2.T3. There Is a. saving of one- 
third In expenditures in San Francisco, 
and yet San, Francisco is -not consider- 
ed' an economical city, still1 it 'has .only

ALAMEDANS OPPOSED. 


City Clerk Lamborn of Alameda said: 
"Alameda is spending more to-day in 


public -utilities In light and water and 
other things than she does in taxes.

This year 
it .is twelve cents less owing to one in- 
vestment of $100,000. We want to reduce 
taxation not by .consolidation but by the 
money we spend. Every year we expend 
5120,000 in taxes, and we get back $60,000 
for the schools. We: help to support the 
superior court and 'other county . insti- 
tutions, but is Alameda' s share worth 
$60,000? I want to see how we can savo 
expenses."

AUDITOR SNOWS VEEJWS. 


City Auditor Snow, who was called* 


for, 
said that he was there because a 


mewi'ber of t'he Board of Trade had 
asked him to m'ailce an estimate of the 
probable cost o£ a city and county gov- 
ernment for Oakland. "It Is easy," he 
continued, "to as'k io a minute such- a 
question, but it would Tje difficult for a' 
man more capable .than1 myself definite- 
ly to answer it. 
The 'basis of estimate was as follows: 
"1st. That the county of Alameda 


will be divided at San Leandro creek 
and a city and1 onun'ty formed of all 
the northwestern "portion. 


"2d. That the form, of gox'ernment 


adopted •will not materially differ from 
the governments of other 
combined 


cities and counties. 


"3d. That the valuation of .property 


for the 'purposes of taxation will be the 
same as that fixed- last year by the 
County Assessor of this county. 


"4th. That the income' other than 


tax-es will be received after the manner 
that now obtains in. the city of Oa.k- 
land. 


"The expenditures of such! a govern- 


ment will .be as follows:

deputy in any office In Oakland. Under 
consolidation, you would flnd a corrupt 
City Council which would give a deputy 
more than a deputy gets in Alameda." 


Mr. Whiting of Alameda deplored the 


fact that, -while the merchants of this 
vicinity patronized the advertising col- 
umns o£ the papers in a very slight man- 
ner, those of Los Angeles did so in a 
manner that was very liberal. 


.WOULD HELP INDUSTRIES. 


J. • T. Bell expressed surprise at th-0

J. Scott Ferguson of this city, Von 
der Ahe's attorney, presented a petition 
before -Judge Bufflngton 
of the United 


States District Court for the rsleasa of 
Chris. Mr. Ferguson claimed that Von 
der Ahe had been arrested without - any 
process whatever within the meaning of 
the-' Constitution ot the United • States, 
which provides that no man .shall be de- 
prived of his liberty'without/due process 
of law. Judge Bufllngton consulted with 
Judge Acheson of the Circuit Court and 
'then made an order that the writ should 
issue and arrangements were made to 
have it served. Mr. Ferguson asserts that 
all the' people who had been responsible 
for Von der Ahe's arrest would shortly 
find themselves in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Missouri for. conspiracy.

that the right way was to go to the 
Legislature. 
The City Attorney 'had 


pone to a meeting, but had promised 
to attend the Hoard as soon as he was 
excused from tl«e committee meeting of 
the Council. 


Speaking for himself, Mr. Sharp said 


that as he was not a lawyer -he did not 
know whether the consclid-atlon, could 
be effected simply by the vote of the 
people in the proposed towns or wheth- 
er it would require the action of the 
Legislature.

city and county government unless the 
figures were put down to a point never 
known in California." 


SOME OF THE ADVANTAGES. 


Secretary Sharp then made extended 


remarks. "Mr. Snow," he said, "had not 
said a word about the advantages which 
a city and a county government would 
have. What kind of a city would wo be 
If we were consolidated? We would be 
tho second city in California in size and 
west of tho Rocky Mountains. We could 


Francisco; men whoso interests are in 
San Francisco but who reside here; and 
finally, those who are tied up with cor- 
porations, and the last o£ these frequently 
worked to tho detriment of the business 
element of this community.

residents of this city. First It was. to try

and get an appropriation for a' survey, j 
Then Colonel Mendel's plans were fol- | 
lowed out, providing for the tidal canal. 
The present engineer did not say that 
thd canal would not be built. He simply 
said that It would not bs built now. Th.-it 
does not mean that it will not be built 
later. We want the tidal canal because 
wa believe it will scour out the harbor, 
and there is not a man in Oakland who 
is not in favor of it." 


Mr, Henry ther. toUl how the men who, 


twenty years ago, were going to build 
Immense wharves here, had been driven 
up to Port Costa.

The resilience of J. L.-N. Shephard on 


San Pablo avonuo near Mattle avenue 
was completely destroyed by fire about 
one o'clock this morning. Tho cause of 
the fire was supposedly a defective heat- 
ing furnac^. The 'loss approximates 520,- 
000. 


At th£> time, all the members of the 


family were sleeping and upon belns 
awakened by the smell oE smoke and the 
crp.Qklng of the flames, they found their 
only avenue of escape cut off. 


Mrs. Kate Kerr leaped from a second- 
story -window and 'sustained a 
broken 


arm. The rest of the family escaped by 
means ot' a ladder raised by the coach- 
man, John Brickson, and were uninjured. 
The fireman reached the scene too late 
to save anything in the house, but by their 
efforts the adjoining residence of A. C. 
Dietz was shielded from danger. 
As told by Eriekson, the otory is as 


follows: "A little before 1 o'clock 1 
heard a peculiar noise out side and look- 
ing up I discovered flames all over tha 
lower part of the house. I ran out as 
fast as I could to arouse tho inmates or 
the house, but found that it was Impos- 
sible to reach them through any of the 
doors on account of the fire which was 
a roaring wall all around. So I yelled 
•Fire Fire,' and procuring a ladder, 
placed it so as to reach tho second story 
windows in (rent. There the family had 
gathered upon hearing my shouts, but the 
Jlames were so fierce by this time that I 
had difficulty in landing them safely. 
"Mrs. Korr lived in the rear room and 


without waiting to run to the front she 
leaped to the ground and we picked her 
up bleeding and unconscious. "We feared 
she had received fatal Injuries, but the 
doctor did not think so." 
The Shephard residence was the finest 


in the vicinity, and contained many val- 
uable art treasures.
